ACTION ITEMS: 

A. Verizon Wireless, “30th Place” Settlement Agreement, 722 30th Street, Project No. 255170 Stockton 
Neighborhood.  Replacement Design Development of existing wireless community facility Southeast of 
Route 94 & 30th Street. Presented by Shelly Kilbourn for Verizon Wireless presented.  
Presentation: 

 This is a CUP renewal involving a 133’6” monopole that has been there since 1994. 
 The hearing is set for May 30th with the Planning Commission. 
 Verizon has chosen the best design to not change the coverage to the area. 
 City Staff is not supporting this Project. 
 Lawsuit was for eight different sites that were managed by American Tower.  Verizon pulled their 4 

sites and settled the suit separately. 
 Aviation lights will be installed on the monopole. 

Concerns and Recommendations: 
1. City should not interfere with the FCC Regulations. 
2. Implement the SDPD Report and Recommendations. 
3. We have not had an opportunity to review the documents. 
4. Remove chain link fence and barbed wire. 
5. Attended the meeting regarding microwaves and found that the City has no Radiation Biologist 

or Health Physicist on staff to review these Projects. 
6. We are questioning the height.  
7. Need Consultant’s Report on Radiation  
8. We will get this back to the next Board meeting.

INFORMATION ITEMS: 
 
A. Civic San Diego will present the Affordable Housing Assets Master Plan.  Jeff Graham, President of 

Civic San Diego, Eri Kameyama, Senior Project Manager and Sherry Brooks presented.  
Presentation: 

 On February 1, 2012, redevelopment agencies were eliminated. 
 The Department of Finance for the State of California has oversight of all redevelopment expenditures. 
 All Enforceable Obligations as of June 27, 2011, were recognized by the Department and in order to 

complete these outstanding Projects, Civic San Diego was created. 
 Civic San Diego developed the Affordable Housing Master Plan in order to: optimize housing 

production for targeted populations; outline strategies for the use of the housing assets they retained; 
and include proposed uses for the real properties and proposed expenditures of the Housing Asset 
Fund. 

 The basic components of the Plan are: 1) Properties; 2) Housing Bond Proceeds; 3) Revenues from 
Property Sales; and, Investments in new housing production. 

 Of the four locations in Southeastern San Diego only one is in our Area of Influence: 40th & Alpha which 
will have an RFP out for a 100% affordable development in 2014. 21,000 SF, with an estimated subsidy 
of $480,000.  

 There is a Homeless component where they match homeless people with a funding source. 
 The HELP and Senior Programs are no longer available.

Report. James Brown:  reported that April 20th there will be a screening of a movie featuring
